He Is a man of re- 


niarkn.blc intelligence and has prac- 
tically guttled tho workmen in their 
struggle. lIurgcNs McLuckie is also a 
cuuniteUor of peaceful methods and has 
done much to restrain tho men from 
violence. He was burgoRs at the time 
of the strike of 1380, nnd was elected 
by the workmen again this yoar, as 
they saw another difficulty with tho 
Caraeffio company was browing.

Work Was Not Returned. 


BGAVEJI FALLS, Pa., July 16.—Work 


was not resumed hero yesterday morn- 
ing at the three plants comprising the 
Carnegie interest at this place. Super- 
intendent Wrigley, who was at the 
general ofilce at an early hour, did not 
receive n single application for work, 
and the start of the mills has been In- 
definitely postponed. 


The most important move of the day 


was tho action of tho machinists, repair 
men, yard brakemcn and laborers in 
deciding to stand by the strikers. This 
action was the result of a meeting held 
Sunday, and was a surprise to the Car- 
negie officials 


Although tho town is quiet, the strik- 


ers aie doing more than appearance! 
indicate. 
At headquarters, the ad- 


visory committee is well represented 
and the members are kept well in- 
formed. A sharp lookout is being kept 
for nonunion workmen, who are ex- 
pected tu arrive at any time, and the 
union men aro now acting aa guards 
along tho railroad. 
The men have 


agreed not to go near tho mill and have 
notified Wrlgluy that if his force of 
wal chmcn is not sufficient tho organ- 
ization will detail men to guftrd the 
property.

The Trial oi Beau)e»n, LaOrolx and 
Their Co-Conspirator* Begun.

Beau jean, AlphonseLaCrolxand others 
accused of having caused tho dynamite 
explosions at Liege last May, have been 
put on trial. Oh tho arrest of Beau- 
jnan a thorough search was made in 
his lodgings.

found a number of dynamite cartridges 
such us would bo used in blasting, and

At the same house of a man named. 
Stnumen the police found some dyna* 
mi to cartridges concealed in a flower 
pot. Tho authorities unearthed a for- 
midable anarchist conspiracy, of which 
Jjioge was tho center. Tho partiopants 
in the plot constituted a regularly or- 
ganized body, and were banded to- 
gether for tho purpose of terrorizing 
tho people by explosions. Some stole 
the dynamlto cartridges, others made 
them, and others placed them in posi- 
tion 


The explosion at Count Menette'n 


residence boro witness to the effective 
modes of thcso men. Tho front door 
was blown to pieces and tho wrecked 
Interior exposed to view. The hall and 
kitchen on the ground floor were dam- 
nged in all kinds of ways and there 
was not a whole pane of gloss In the 
house. The threshold was a gaping hole 
through which tho cellars wore seen, 
and a heap of plaster and stone work 
blown out of the ceilings and decora- 
tionh of tho doorway, blocked the en- 
trance 


The authorities had mado ample pro- 


visions to suppress any disorder at tho 
trial yostorday, but there was no dis- 
play or disorder. 


Several witnesses testified to tho truth 


nt tho charges against the prisoners. 


The Trial of Alice Mitchell Boirun. 
MRMTHIH, Tcnn., July 10. —The trial 


of Alice Mitchell on her plea of present 
insanity was begun in the criminal 
court yostorday morning In the pres- 
ence of a largo number of people. The 
defence hold1! that when Alice Mitchell, 
10 years old, manifested an aversion 
for men and loved a maiden 17 years oi 
uge with the devotion and intensity of 
& man and pr jpared to marry her and 
planned to elope, she was crazy. The 
state will contend that Miss Mitctell 
did have a great regard for young mon, 
and will show that sho not only fllried 
with the other sex but that she carried 
on a voluminous correspondence with 
men, some of them unknown. 


A venire composed of 
tho 
most 


prominent business men In the city was 
summoned, from which a jury selection 
was made,. The work of selecting tho 
jury occupied two hours and a half. 
It is composod of tho leading business 
men of ^Vtemphis. The only question 
asked thorn was whether or not they 
had an opinion "as to Miss Miteheli's 
present insanity. 


The girl's father was the first wit- 


ness on the stand, and he told of his 
wife's temporary insanity whon her 
first child was born, and also her men- 
tal aberntion when Alice was porn. 
Mr. Mitchell wept bitterly In detailing 
tho story, but his daughter smiled as if 
sho thought the matter a huge joke.

FUANKKOHT, Ky., July 10. — A terriflo 


explosion shook the capital about noom, 
yesterday, and two men, Jim Sanders, 
a married man, and James Force, were 
blown to pieces. The men were en- 
gagud in uncapping a lot of old ammu- 
nition for the Btuto on one of the ad- 
jacent hills, when in some way it was 
exploded and tho unfortunate men were 
blown to pieces. Their bodies were 
scattered to the four wind*.

ALMOST A MIRACLE. 


A Bad Accident on the Grand 


Trunk Railway 


WITH REMARKABLY FEW CASUALTIES. 


Two Passenger Trr.ins I Collide on a 


Biidge Acroas a Water Power Race- 


way—One of Them Thrown 


Into the Stream. 


MEBJUTTON, Ont., July 19.—One of the 


worst railway accidents that ever hap- 
pened in this vicinity occurred about 
1:45 
o'clock yesterday morning. 
The 


mail train on the Welland division of 
the Grand Trunk rallwaj, from Port 
Dalhousie, bound south, and the ac- 
commodation train from Niagara Falls, 
bound north to connect with the 
steamer empress of Ii^dia, met in col- 
lision a short distance north of this 
station 
at 
a 
particularly 
bad 


point. A short wooden bridge crosses 
the water power raceway and the en- 
gine of the boat train had Just crossed 
It, when the trains met, and the two 
first coaches on the boat tra in were 
thrown from the track over the bank, 
plunging into the raca stream which 
flows rapidly post. The engine was de- 
molished and thrown over the opposite 
bank. 


Efforts wore at once made to remove 


the killed and Injured, and three bodies 
have been so far recovered. They are:

David Hunt, fireman of the boat train, 


of Niagara Falls.

Several others arc slightly injured 


and there are several missing. 


It is difficult to arrive at the cause of 


the collision, but this much is known 
that the trains usually cross at Port 
Dalhousie,and the train for the steamer 
being late at Mcrltton, endeavored to 
make St. Catherines before meeting the 
mall train, with the above result. 


Owing to the position of the wreck it. 


is Impossible to toll whether all the 
dead have been found. The smoker of 
the boat train pitched headlong into 
the raceway, and it Is under this car 
that it is supposed there are yet some 
dead bodies. 
Both trains arc a total 


wreck, and the binall loss of life is re- 
garded as almost a miracle. 


Another Interview With Bismarck. 
BERLIN, July 19.—Another Interview 


with Prince Bismarck Is given to the 
public hy Count Adolf Westarp, who 
saw the prince some tlmo ago at Fried- 
erlchiruhe. The prince said: "Whan 
tho kalaor ascended the throne one of 
my colleagues, who hoped to becomo 
my racceaaor, said: 'Your majesty, if 
Frederick the Great found on his acces- 
sion a minister equal to the greatness 
of 
Bismarck 
and had 
kept 
him 


in office, he would never had acquired 
the title of Great I do not know 
whether this was the final and im- 
mediate cause of my dismissal. A mis- 
fortune of our time is the fact of lead- 
ing ministers not being in tho right 
places. Gen. Von Caprlvi would have 
been an exccllant ministcrot war, since 
tho army has confidence in him." 


Prince Bismarck nearly sobbed when 


he spoke of the old Emperor William 
saying: ' 'It was a pleasure to serve, 
yet he had a high idea of his position 
nnd his mission as a ruler. For him I 
would have done anything—even be- 
como his valet." Regarding the inter- 
view between the kaiser and czar at 
Kiel, Prince Bismarck said he was al- 
ways glad when such untoward inci- 
dents were over.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Representa- 


tive Blount, of Georgla.ehairman of tho 
house committee on foreign affairs, 
yesterday obtained permission to have 
his committee sit during tho sessions of 
tho house.

The Military Pickets Being Extended 


and Reinforcements Hurried For- 


ward—The Wrecked Frisco 


Mill to be Restored. 


WALLACE, Idaho, July 19.—The con- 


dition of affairs in tho Coeur d'Alene 
continues to be alarming 
There seems 


to be a conviction settling down that 
there is on foot a scheme of an agres- 
sive character upon tho part of the 
miners, but as to what this move may 
be opinion is divided 
The general 


opinion 
ia that largo numbers of 


miners, union men, arc coming into the 
CflDur d'Alcnc fro» Montana by way 
of Thompson Palls. At dom, Sunday, 
Capt. Bubb, who has entire charge of 
tho gulch, including Burke and Gem, 
said that from 200 to 300 men were on 
the hills near Gem. Scouts reported 
seeing many here and there and occa- 
sionally some would show themselves 
at points round about. It was feared 
that an attack was contemplated, and 
tho indications were that a move was 
likely on their part to blow up the 
Oranito mill just below the town of 
Gam 


Sunday night reinforcements were 


ordered to Gem from Wallace, and they 
were »ent up on a special train. Guards 
at the granite mill were doubled and 
the sentry force also. Pickets wore 
sent still further up on the hills, and 
all points woro carefully 
watched. 


Yesterday morning another detach- 
ment of troop? was sent to Gem. A 
full force of men will bo put at work 
clearing the Frisco mill of dcbfis, 
restoring 
it to working condition 


as fast as possible. It is proba- 
ble that many of the union mcp now 
under arrest will bo turned out on pa- 
role. It may bo others, but against 
whom no charge could bo brought, 
were liberated yesterday. With all tho 
prisoners taken by the authorities, not 
over five guns of the entire number 
used in the attacks at Frisco, Gem and 
Wardncr have been captured 
They 


have either been "cached" somewhere, 
or put into the hands of others. Tho 
Gem mine will start up with a full 
force of nonunion men to-ulght, and 
the Frisco will start to-morrow, also 
with nonunion men.

The strikers in tho mountains have 
sent down word that they Intend to

SraraaFiBiD, 111., July 18.—The coal | 


miners ot Illinois are displaying a good 
deal of interest in the history of the lela- 
tions between the miners' organization 
ot this state and the McLean County 
Coal company at Bloomington, which 
operates a non-union mine and of which 
Adlai E. Stevenson, the Democratic 
nominee for vice-president of the United 
States, is president. The following com- 
munication from a miner, which was 
published by the State Journal to-day, 
is said to show what these relations have 
been and calls attention to an interest- 
ing extract from an official report upon 
the subject mode by a Democratic state 
mine inspector. 
Tbe McLean County Coal company, ot 


which Mr. Stevenson is president, has 
the reputation of opposing and actively 
fighting every attempt at organization 
among the Bloomington coal miner?, 
dating baok as far as Mr. Stevenson's 
first connection with said coal company. 
Yet the poor creatures employed as mine 
workers by that labor-hating corporation 
ure made to come np before the public 
HoJ kiss the hand that smites them. 
They are made to tell the public how 
kindly they havo been treated, and thnt 
tbe thonghs of being driven from the 
mine premises for daring to effect a 
miners' union was only a dream. 


Mr. Stevenson says "the most kindly 


cordial feeling should ever exist between 
employes and employer, and that all dis- 
putes or disagreements should be settled 
either by conference or arbitration." Yet 
the Bloomington mine-workers have no 
union and never dared to have one. Or- 
ganizers have been there, and have been 
ordered olf the premises. On t, few occa- 
sions union was effected among those 
workmen, bnt as soon as the taot became 
known, Adlai and his man Batford ban- 
ished the officers of snob union. 


During the years of 188B, IBS! and 1887 


when the miners' state and national as- 
sociation organizers and officers were, 
trying to establish the principle of con- 
ference, 
conciliation and arbitration 


through union for the amicable adjust- 
ment ot differences, Adlai and his "echo" 
were driving away any and all ot the 
Bloomington miners who might presume 
to encourage such a union for snob intel- 
ligent and peaceable methods. 


The official report ot the state Inspec- 


tor ot Mines for the Bloomington district, 
James Freer, who, by the way, is himself 
a good Democrat, published in 1888, says 
on page 393, under the heading of 
"Strikes": 
'•There have been only two strikes in 


this district during the last year. 
Tbe 


first was by the miners employed by the 
McLean County Goal company at Bloom- 
ingtou. The company having discharged 
n few ot their employes for taking a 
leading part in forming n union, the 
minors as a body came out on a strike to 
have those who bad been thus discharged 
reinstated." 


What tbe printers ot Union No. G of 


New York say of Whiteluw Beid nnd his 
efforts to assist the typographical Union 
and to conciliate the differences between 
said Union' and the Tribune ollloe, make 
a real record of real friendship ot Ameri- 
ionn labor that no distant or partisan 
resolutions oan injure, and which shades 
in such a mountain ot darkness the 
nnme of Adlai Stevenson that a million 
"Golden Circles" nnd "Warrior Knights" 
can never bring it to appreciate light. 
Upon this question the union miners of 
Illinois, nnd ot the whole Nation will 
have morn to say later on in the cam- 
paign.
